WASHINGTON, July 2.—With the 


beginning today of a week's recess 
of congress, it seems assured that 
senate opponents of the league of 
nations would abandon, any plan for 
a formal senate declaration on the 
subject before the figbt for actual 
ratification of. the treaty begins. 


Until the recess plan was suggest- 


ed, it had been the apparent purpose 
of opposition leaders to make an ef- 
fort as soon as the appropriation bills 
were passed, to bring some senate 
action in advance 
of 
presentation 


of the treaty. 
For this purpose it 


was said the opposition would, press 
the resolution of Senator Knox, re- 
publican, Pennsylvania, to serve no- 
tice of unwillingness to accept the 
league covenant as an 
inseparable 


part of the treatj, and that of Sen- 
ator Fall, republican, New Mexico, to 
declare a state of peace with Ger- 
many. 


It now is expected however, that 


the treaty will be presented as soon 
as tne recess is over, and that both 
of these resolutions will be consid- 
ered then to have outlined their use- 
fulness. Present indications also are 
unfavorable to any other collateral 
effort by the league opponents, and 


the general prediction is that from 
now on it will tie a straight out and 
out fight over uuqualitied ratifica- 
tion. 


Although many senators left the 


capital today tome of the leaders re- 
mained actively at work on plans tor 
the ratification fight. 
It was said on 


both sides that the final strategy ot 
the situation would not ,be deter- 
mined until the treaty actually was 
presented, but in general the opposi- 
tion lines were shaping on the bas'« 
of the ratification reservations sug- 
gested by Ehhu Root, while the pre- 
sident's supporters were preparing 
for a struggle to secure acceptance 
of the covenant without the altera- 
tion of a single provision. 


After a number of the opposition 


senators who left todaj are to make 
addresses on the subject during the 
recess, speaking a-ainst the league 
in many'states. 
There has been an 


effort by a committee of senators 
to co-ordinate the speakiuc; dates of 
the various league opponents, and a, 
tentative itinerary has been drawn 
up for a special train to carry sena- 
tors to answer 
President 
Wilson 


when he goes to the country in sup- 
port of the league.

Lucien 
B. 
Smith of 


Kent, Ohio, as granted a patent 
on a wire for fencing purposes carry- 
ing a projecting spur, June 25, 1867. 
July 23 the same year—almost a 
month later—W. D. Hunt, of Scott, 
N. Y,, secured a patent on an inven- 
tion for the same purpose, but he 
strung spur wheels on an ordinary 
wire. 
The ideas were essentially 


the same but different in detail. 


They were near enough alike to 


bring on 
an 
infrigement 
suit, in 


which it was developed that Hunt 
was first in the field with his idea, 
in spite ot the fact that the Ohio 
man beat him to the patent office. 
These Inventions 
came 
at a time 


when old-fashioned wooden fencing 


-both rail and post and board— 


was still so 
plentiful 
that farm- 


owners looked no further for fencing 
material, and the use of the barbed 
wire was very limited at first. Prob- 
ably neither inventor realized 
the 


value of his idea. 


Wire both in single strands and 


woven had been used for fencing be- 
fore that, but it was found that with- 
out barbs cattle and horses and the 
stronger domestic animals generally 
would exert their strength against 
it and break it down. Rails became 
rapossible in the last century in this 
state, and lumber passed the price 
point above which the use of boards 
in fencing is 
impossible long ago. 


But it has been found that animals 
are likely to be seriously injured by 
the barbs and laws have been en- 
acted regulating 
the 
use 
of the 


bared wire fence on property lines. 


Designed for such peaceful uses 


the barbed wire attracted the atten- 
tion of military men many years ago 
and increasing use of it for defense 
purposes has been made in recent 
years. 
In tho 
trench fighting in 


France in the late war it was to ex- 
tensively used to arrest over-to-top 
movements, that 
absolutely 
none 


could be secured tor fencing pur- 
poses in this country until just now 
—the entire output of the factories

naval facilities in the Panama canal 
zone, while en route and will gather 
data there on which to base his fu- 
ture recommendations. He will spend 
about two weeks visiting the navy 
yards and stations at San Diego, 'San 
Francisco, PngetJ*Sound, and other 
points and will submit his recom- 
mendations to congress as soon as 
possible after his return. 


Naval officers said today-one of the 


most pressing needs is a drydock at 
San Francisco capable of accommu- 
dating the largest warships. Such a 
basin has been constructed by a. pri- 
vate concern under a guarantee of a 
certain amount of naval revenue each 
year. Mr . Daniels will inspect this 
dock and also will confer with naval 
officers on the subject of the con- 
templated new navy yard at San 
Francisco. This yard was in prospect 
when the war put a stop to all ex- 
cept the most urgent construction 
work.

WILLARD'S RECORD NOT 
AS GOOD AS DEMPSEY'S 


TOLEDO, July 2.—Jess Willard, 


the Kansas giant, will defend his 
title of world's 
heavyweight fistic 


champion against 
the challenger, 


Jack Dempsey, of Utah, here next 
Friday afternoon. 
Both Willard and 


Dempeey have been earnestly train- 
ing in tais vicinity for several weeks 
past. Neither one has left anything 
untried or undone inorder to^get him- 
self into the best possible condition 
for the encounter, the outcome of 
which will mean so much for the 
victor. By winning from Jack John- 
son at Havana, Cuba, four years ago, 
Willard was placed in a position to 
begrin building up an immense for- 
tune and should Dempsey capture the 
title there is no telling how much 
wealth he may accumulate in these 
days of high finance, when sport "pro- 
moters talk of the "sky" as the limit 
for, big events. 


Aside from the actual purse money. 


of ? 127,500 signed 
for 
by the two 


pugilists, 
$100,000 
of 
which

guaranteed to Willard, win, lose or 
draw, the enormous amount of cash 
which will be handled in connection 
with the coming bout, dwarfs all pre-

mark which wo'uld make the receipts 
of previous fistic carnivals look very 
small in comparison.

Otherwise the agreement 
stands as signed by Rickard, Willard 
and Dempsey, each being entitled to 
a third of the moving pfetufe. pri- 
vileges. Willard is guaranteed $100,- 
000 and Dempsey $27,600.
